created a stir among astronomers 
throughout the world. 
Using a six-inch reflector and 


three-inch refractor telescopes and 
10-power binoculars, W. L. Oliver, 
spotted the giant new comet at 6:30 
a. m. from his backyard observa- 
tory In Cedar Crest. 
Oliver is 
president of the Texas Astronom- 
ical Research Society. 


'The comet Is visible to the nak- 


ed eye after the observer first has 
located It with binoculars and tele- 
scope and knows exactly where to 
look," Oliver said. 
The comet climbs above the ho- 
rizon Into the range of Dallas vis- 
ibility about 5 a. m. and is ab- 
scured by approaching daylight 
shortly before 6 a. m., he said. 


Oliver said the comet appears to 


be about two-thirds the size of tho 
famed Halley's comet. 
The Dallas astronomer gave the 


following advice to Texans who 
plan to arise early tomorrow 
to 


seek the comet: 
Sight a perpendicular line from 


the telescope to the- planet Venus, 
then drop to the star Spica, south- 
west of Venus. Complete the tri- 
angle by drawing a line 
from 


Spica back to the telescope. 
Erect a perpendicular from tho 


base of tho triangle through Spica, 
extending 12 decrees beyond Kpica. 
Go straight 
north five degrees 


from the western end of the p«r- 
rnndicular and tbcro Is the comet.

Miss Harrison 
feels It is she who should be the 
photographer of her own baby. She 
has aired this view to radio audi- 
ences, 
Parent-Teachers' 
groups 


and to the mothers who come to 
her studio to have their children 
photographed. She has even offer- 
sd a simplified course for mothers 
to take their baby's pictures at 
home through the first year. You 
arc hereby enrolled but must sup- 
ply your own baby. 
Light Needed 
You will need two No. 2 photo- 


flood reflector lamps which will 
be placed In bridge lamps after 
removing the shades. It is advis- 
able to put switch socket attach- 
ments In the regular lamp socket, 
so that the lamps can be turned 
or adjusted easily. The lights are 
placed at either side of the subject. 
The one at the left should be about 
four feet away, the one at the 
right about six feet away. If bridge 
lamps 
are 
unavailable, house 
lamps will do If placed at a height 
so that the light illuminates the 
subject. 
Any Inexpensive camera, even 
a box camera, will do. Get about 
six to tight feet away from the 
subject, between the two lamps, 
for over-all pictures. For close-ups 
you should have a portrait attach- 
ment which fits over your regular 
lens and you can come In as close 
as three feet from the baby. For 
those cameras that have speeds 
and shutter adjustments, set the 
distance at 6 ft., the shutter at 
f 8 and th. time at l-50th. This will 
take care of most baby activities. 
But at any speed the thing to re- 
member Is to hold the 
camera 
close to your body, with a consci- 
ous effort to be steady when snap- 
ping. For the trouble with most 
amateurs Is not so much the mo- 


tion or the subject as the motion 
of the picture snapper in the ex- 
citement of pressing the button. 
The Bathlnette Picture 
Baby's early months aren't com- 


plete without the bathlnette. He 
is at home here in his wakeful! 
moments. But when baby gets too 
active, after the third month, he 
will not be safe left alone, while 
mother snaps the picture. It Is 
best to have somebody stand by 
with an eye on the baby, while 
keeping out of camera range. The' 
bathinetto should be placed in front 
of a light wall, or have a white 
sheet or blanket tacked up behind 
it. The lights are at either side of 
the camera, 
four and six feet 


from the bathlnette. The camera Is | 
ready, loaded with fast panchro- 
matic film, turned to No. 1. (If us-' 
ing verichrome film, open shutter, 
one stop to f 6.3.) 
Switch

before I 


bringing the baby In, but keep 
them turned to the ceiling until 
baby gets used to them. The lights j 
will not hurt the baby of you don't | 
overdo it. The baby can be dressed 
in its finest, undressed, or have 
a diaper on, according to mother's 
artistic judgment. Place the baby 
on the bathlnette, face down, with 
the head toward the nearer light. 
Turn the bulbs down gradually so 
that the light illuminates the ba- 
by. Now, get back six feet, look 
into the view finder—see that you 
have all of your baby In—have 
your finger set on the snapping 
lever and not over the lens—hold 
camera steady—watch for cute ex- 
pression—and snap! Turn film Im- 
mediately to No. 2. 
For pictures of the baby on Its 
back, you could get up on a chair 
or a kitchen ladder and tilt the 
camera down. This calls for ex- 
treme carefulness to prevent ac- 
cidents like falling or tripping. 
With the portrait 
attachment 
you can get shots of the baby 
raising his head, yawning or drool- 
ing . , . expressive pictures all.

Articles Of Confederation 


With Interesting Historical Background 


To Be Viewed By Public 


The First National Bank announced today that an enlarged reproduc- 
tion of what is said to be the only certified official copy of the Articles of 
Confederation known to be in existence, will be on display in its bank 
lobby for the next week. 


In a fascinating description of this document that appears with it, it is 
explained that Dr. Benjamin Franklin and Silas Deane sent this copy to 
the King of Prussia in an effort to interest him in entering into a treaty 
of friendship and commerce with the United States. 


Although this document was sent in 1777, it did not become law until 
March 1,1781. But the fact that it had not yet been approved by each of 
the States did not prevent our diplomats from entering into these trade 
negotiations. 


The complete historical background and the reproduction of the Articles 
of Confederation are one of a series of 26 Freedom Train documents that 
have been reproduced and are brought to this community as a public 
service of the First National Bank. The document was lent to the Free- 
dom Train by Mr. Philip H. Rosenbach, one of this country's foremost col- 
lectors of Americana.
